UNLOADING. 

Washington, Nov. 28,— The 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion haa approved the general 
purpose of a bill introduced by 
Representative A. O. Stanley, 
prohibiting joint ownership 
among common carries and ship 
pers. This report, which baa 
been received by the Commerce 
Committee of the Home, is here 
presented for the first time. 

One of the phases of the anti 
trust queetiou which will demand 
tbe attention of the coming ses- 
sion of Congress involves an ex- 
tension of the "Commodities 
clause" of the present railroad 
act. This is the objective print 
of the Stanley bill. 

The bill was referred to the 
International Commerce Cora- 
mission by the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee 
of the House for an opinion. In 
its reply tbe commission, while 
it approves the general idea sep- 
arating the control of railroads 
from that of the producers, as- 
serts that it wonld not go as far 
as doe* Mr. Stanley. 

What Bill Prohiblti. 

Thv Kent uckiau's bill prohib- 
its mining or manufacturing in- 
terests from "owning in whole 
or in part, directly or indirect- 
ly," any stock in a railroad en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, 
and is, therefore, a sweeping ex- 
tension of the commodities sec- 
tion of the present act. The 
commissions believes that the 
shipper who has no interest in a 
railroad which he must use is at 
a disadvantage in competing 
with a shipper who is interested 
in the carriers and has expressed 
its views in the report as follows. 

"This bill seems to be an ampli- 
fication of the commodities clause 
of the present act. The commis- 
sion is of the opinion that unjust 
discrimination and -undue pre- 
ference will exist so long as a 
carrier competes with others id 
the marketing of commodities or 
properties. The producer or 
manufacturer, who has no inter- 
est in a carrier, mmt base his 
circulations on his experience in 
producing or manufacturing, 
plus tbe lawful transportation 
charges of the carrier*. The 
carrier that engages in the manu- 
facture or production ami also in 
the transportation can combine 
the two in such a way as to profit 
by the carriage if it does m t pro 
tit by the manufacturer or pro- 
duction, or to profit by the uianu 
facture or production if it does 
not profit by tbe carriage.

torney General approves and a 
division can be workedfoot |that 
will relieve the present over, 
crowded condition of Judge A. 
M. J. Cochran's docket. Mr. 
James will. probably introduce a 
bill creating the 'three] districts 
in the place of the presant two. 
Such a mov« would add a Feder- 
al JnditP, a District Attorney, 
and a District Marshal to the list 
of government offices in Ken- 
tucky, in addition to a Court 
Clerk and kindred officials. 

John Wesley Gaines, former 
Congressman from Nashville, 
is in Washington in the interest 
of adding the third district. He 
has conferred with Mr. James, 
several time6 about thejmatter. 

R:>me months ago Senator Brad- 
ley announced that he w onld in- 
troduce a hill for a third district 
if anyjone could devise the prop- 
er boundaries for it. He receiv- 
ed no suggestion that seemed 
satisfactory to him, and the mat- 
ter was dropped, Now Mr. James 
has interested himself in the 
problem and if the Att orney 
General approves thehdittrict 
and all that it involves will) be 
forthcoming. 

Judge Cochran, whose juris- 
diction is the eastern half of the 
State, haa been unable to keep 
his docket clear because of the 
vast increase of litigation grow- 
ing out of the developement of 
Eastern Kentucky, and the law- 
yers of the State are demanding 
a'uew circuit. This will have^to 
be planned carefully. Areas of 
litigation and population^ will 
have to be considered along with 
geographical^ d ivision, an d Mr. 
James said to-day he wilTwel 
come suggestions. 

"I think we ought to have 
three Federal Courts in the
